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1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's Response of 10/12/05. The 
Examiner does not find Applicant's argument persuasive and also that the amendment 
requires additional argument, this Action accordingly made final. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smith et al. in view of Butcher et al. 

Smith et al. discloses the invention substantially as claimed. 

Smith et al. discloses a method of making a composite body comprising: 

providing an enclosure comprising a refractory material (18); 

disposing a metallic liner (16) within said enclosure; 

placing a hard material (14) comprising a hard material within said metallic liner; 

and 

sintering the hard material fusing the metallic liner to the hard material. 
Smith et al. further discloses wherein the metallic liner is selected from a group 
comprising Co (col. 8, line 9). 

Smith et al. further discloses wherein a substrate 20 is bonded to the hard material. 
However, Smith et al. is silent as to the dimensions of the formed composite body. 
Butcher et al. teaches at col. 5, lines 28-59, dimensions that closely approximate the 
overall dimensions of the formed cutting element of Smith et al., whereas one of 
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ordinary skill would recognize dimensions in Smith et al. that closely approximate or 
overlap those as claimed by Applicant. One or ordinary skill recognizing that the 
thickness of the Co containing layer can be modified so as to increase the amount of 
binder and ductility of the cutter. 

Smith et al. is silent as to process conditions during sintering, broadly referring to the 
known processes in the art. 

Butcher et al. further discloses temperature ranges that overlap the claimed range 
establishing a prima facie case of obviousness. 

Smith et al. is silent as to mounting the composite body on a support, but it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill to mount the formed composite body in order to 
provide stability to the cutter. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
